The committee's recommenda- 
tion followed several months’ in- 
vestigation, Ramspeck said in 
Washington, and was based on a 
decision that “the production agen- 
cy was duplicating the work of 
Army and Navy expeditors and 
to a large extent overlapping the 
functions of the War Production 
Board.” 

Reports also showed the agencv 
‘was overstaffed with highly paid 
and in many instances inexperi- 
enced personnel,”” Ramspeck re- 
ported.
